1951, ufaicb is held every year by “the Spanish Goyerament to commemorate the 
liberation of the Alcazar during the Spanish Ciyil War* This source stated 
that in the Fascist Congreśs at Malmo,., Italy, during March, 1951j it was 
decided to sond a pilgrlmage of Germans for this Alcazar Day Celebration* 

Most of those who were to be with this delegation were former oeabers of 
the Condor Legion, and, allegedly, subject formed a soda ty of former com- 
batants of the Condor Legion. ’* 
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In this connection, the above eource also advised that- Leon 
Degrelle, who was referred to aa the Belgian Ouisling, also attended the 
Alcazar Day CelebraUon. Degrelle is reportedly living on a faro in 
Iferida, Spain, which is owned ty the Ducha ss of Talencie.
